disquieting rumor that four Spanish 
warships are lying in the path of the 
troops. The worst of it is that the 
naval war board seems to have been 
taken entirely by surprise. 


They confidently supposed that all of 


the Spauish navy was either bottled up 
in Santiago harbor or else was safe on 
the other side of the ocean. If this in- 
formutiou is not correct they confess 
themselves baffled. 
So certain was the 


war board that the ocean was clear of 
danger that it was not deemed neces- 
sary to provoke anything more than the 
merest display accompaniment of naval 
strength for the army. 


At the navy department there is much 


shaking of heads and mysterious whis- 
perings. The highest in authority af- 
fect not to believe the story, and it is 
certainly true that no official confirma- 
tion bus been received. 


Experience has shown however, that 


official dispatches are always from 24 
to 4.8 hours behind the press reports, 
and as the latter have proved so fre- 
quently accurate, there is considerable 
color for the belief that this latest story 
is also true.

warships are lying in the path of the 
troopg. The worst of it is that the 
naval war board seems to have been 
taken entirely by surprise. 


They confidently supposed that all of 


the Spauish navy was either bottled up 
in Santiago harbor or else was safe on 
the othf r side of the ocean. If this in- 
formation is not correct they confess 
themselves baffled. 
So certain was the 


war board that the ocean was clear of 
danger that it was not deemed neces- 
sary to provoke anything more than the 
merest display accompaniment of naval 
itrength for the army.

I have 
seen squalor and sunshine alike, but in 
amidst all th* elegance and culture of 
Fifth avenne—into tbe beanties of Cen- 
tral park—there come sulking bideons 
recollections. For I have dug into tbe 
deplorable things of a great city. My 
own eyes and tare have shown me that,

New York, June 9.—A special copi right 


dispatch tu the Evening Journal from 
St. Thomas, D W. 1., says; 


Suspected of having furnished 
the 


United States with information of the 
mining ot San Juan harbor, Walter Bett, 
secretary of the British consulate at that 
port, has received his passports and bii-n 
banished from Porto lUco by order ol 
Governor General Macias. 


Mr. Bett was imprisoned in a dungeon 


for DG hours, and during that lime was 
subjected to gross maltieatment 


British Consul General Crawford has 


made formal protest to his government, 
and serious international complication^ 
arc imminent. 


General Macias has practically de- 


clared war against "ie British colony 
In San Juan, and made open accusation 
that it is responsible for the disclosure 
of his military plans to United States 
Consul General Philip Hanna, who is 
now at St. Thomas. 


The day after the bombardment of San 


Juan by the ships of Admiral Sampson, 
General Macias caused an extensive 
system of mines to be installed in the 
outer harbor. These mines were placed 
in the positions occupied by the Amer- 
ican ships during the bombardment. 
This was in evident anticipation of a 
return of the ships and a subsequent 
bombardment. 


Although the greatest care alld secrecy- 


were observed by the Spanish in min-ig 
the harbor, the details of the work were 
conveyed to Consul General Hanna. He 
is now making an extensive report of 
the operations to the navy department. 


In some way General Macias learned 


of this, and, as the British consulate has 
heen guarding American interests in 
Porto Rico since the withdrawal of Mr. 
Hanna, he at once suspected that Eng- 
lishmen had conveyed the news to the 
United States official. 


He peremptorily summoned 30 British 


subjects 
before him and put them 


through a searching examination. Of 
these 30, several were suspected and 
General Macias caused them to b« cast 
into prison for 24 hours. 


Upon' Secretary Belt, General Macias 


visited most of h.is wrath. The British 
official was practically accused of hav- 
ing Revealed the military preparations, 
and he tvas draggefl git to •& dungeon 
and «,hrgwn ID. There h,e was kept for 
56 hour», in face of the protests of Con- 
sul General Crawford. 


Whjen he was-released Mr. Bett was 


presented with his passports and ordered 
out of Porto Rico. He has left for St. 
Thomas. 


The military plans of General Macias 


were not disclosed to Mr. Hanna by 
British officials pi- subject?,' but by sev- 
eral trusted offip'ers attnched"tp General 
Macla»' »ta«, wimse sympathies'are 
enlisted with the American cause.
